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Sir: 

1. I, Gary David Fisher, submit this Declaration in support of related U.S. patent 
application nos. 10/887,466 and 10/751,276. 

2. I am the same Gary David Fisher who previously submitted a Declaration in 
these cases. 

3. Since 1999, I have had oversight responsibility for manufacturing and quality 
control of Gifsonite oil. 

4. Gilsonite oil is a product of Gifsonite ore. However, it is present in the ore in 
only small quantities. As stated in the referenced applications, Gilsonite oil, for purposes of 
these applications, is a liquid at 25°C„ Gilsonite contains about 5 wt, % of that grade 
Gilsonite oil. 

5. Other grades of Gilsonite oil are also available. For example, and as stated in 
the referenced applications, Gilsonite oil can be further fractionated to an oil having a 
viscosity of about 5 to about 1 ,000 cps at 25°C, and specific gravity of about 0.8 to 0.95. 
Gilsonite contains about 0.1 wt. % of that grade Gilsonite oil.
